ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


COURSE  I. 


Anatomy. 

Dr.  Irving  Hardesty, 

Professor  of  Anatomy. 
Mr.  Charles  E.  Von  Geldern, 
Instructor  in  Anatomy. 
Dr.  Pleasant  A.  Taylor, 
Instructor  in  Anatomy. 
Mr.  Otis  E,.  Thompson, 
Assistant  in  Anatomy. 
Mr.  Carroll  M.  Pounders, 
Assistant  in  Anatomy. 

Courses  will  begin  Monday,  June  12,  and  continue  for 
six  weeks.  The  work  will  be  offered  at  the  Richardson 
Memorial,  Tulane  Campus,  Laboratories  of  Anatomy. 

Work  in  anatomy  will  be  offered  in  histology,  in  dis- 
section, in  topograhpic  anatomy  and  neurology,  and  in  work 
for  purposes  of  review.  Corresponding  credit  for  anatomy 
in  the  School  of  Medicine  will  be  given  for  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  the  courses  offered.  No  course  will  be  given  un- 
less the  number  of  students  presenting  themselves  for  it 
is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  time  of  the  instructor.  The 
work  will  comprise  the  following  courses : 

Course  1.    Dissection  of  Parts  of  the  Body.    Mr.  Von  Geldern. 

This  course  will  require  five  full  afternoons  a  week 
throughout  the  session,  and  will  cover  the  same  ground  as 
the  similar  course  in  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  De- 
partment of  Anatomy.  It  will  consist  of  the  thorough 
dissection  of  either. 

1.  Head  and  neck. 

2.  Thorax  and  upper  extremity. 

3.  Lower  extremity,  abdomen  and  pelvis. 
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Conferences  and  quizzes  will  be  held  at  frequent  in- 
tervals, and  use  will  be  made  of  models  and  wet  prepara- 
tions to  further  elucidate  the  subjects  chosen. 

Undergraduates  will  receive  credit  upon  satisfactorily 
dissecting  parts  undertaken  and  upon  passing  the  final 
examinations.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  complete  more 
than  one  of  the  parts  during  the  summer  session. 

Fee  for  course,  $25.  A  charge  of  $5  will  be  made  for 
the  material  used. 

Course  2.    Topographic  and  Applied  Anatomy.    Mr.  Thompson. 

Serial  transverse  sections  of  the  body  will  be  studied 
in  conjunction  with  dissections  and  museum  specimens 
with  a  view  to  becoming  familiar  with  the  position,  extent, 
and  topographic  relations  of  all  the  structures  present  in 
the  levels  of  the  body  represented  by  each  of  the  sections. 
Drawings  of  natural  size  will  be  carefully  made  of  each 
section  and  the  structures  fully  labeled.  Opportunity 
will  be  given  the  student  to  construct,  from  data  ob- 
tainable from  his  drawings  and  from  the  sections,  a  pro- 
jection of  the  head,  neck,  and  trunk,  showing  the  actual 
size,  extent  and  relative  positions  of  the  principal  organs 
in  the  body.  The  work  offers  students  and  physicians  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  review  their  knowledge  of  the 
anatomy  of  the  whole  body. 

This  course  will  cover  practically  *  the  same  ground 
and  require  the  same  time  as  Course  5  of  the  required 
work  and  may  be  taken  either  for  advanced  standing  or 
for  the  removal  of  a  condition  in  Course  5  by  students  who 
have  satisfactorily  completed  the  dissection  of  the  entire 
body. 

One  lecture  and  three  quizzes  a  week  and  five  after- 
noons in  the  laboratory.    The  quizzes  will  cover  work  pre- 
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viously  done  in  the  dissecting  room  as  well  as  topographic 
relation 

Fee  for  course,  $25.  A  charge  of  $4  will  be  made  for 
the  material  used. 

Course  3.    Embryology.    Dr.  Taylor. 

This  course  will  begin  with  the  earlier  stages  of  the  ver- 
tebrate embryo  (chick  and  pig  chiefly),  including  the  phe- 
nomena of  fertilization  and  division  of  the  ovum,  blastula- 
tion  and  the  origin  and  formation  of  the  primary  germ 
layers.  Then  especial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  deriva- 
tion from  the  germ  layers  and  the  differentiation  of  the  fun- 
damental tissues  (Histogenesis),  and  to  the  origin  and  elab- 
oration of  the  principal  organs  (Organogenesis)  of  the  body. 
In  the  lectures,  special  attention  is  given  to  what  is  known 
of  the  same  processes  as  they  occur  in  Human  Embryology 
and  to  the  formation  and  significance  of  the  foetal  mem- 
branes, determination  of  age,  sex,  etc.  The  same  extent  and 
the  same  standard  of  knowledge  will  be  required  as  in  the 
regular  course  listed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  (Anatomy,  Course  6).  Open  to  any  students  of 
the  University  desiring  a  course  in  Embryology  as  well  as 
to  those  desiring  advanced  standing  for  entrance  to  the 
Freshman  Class  in  Medicine  and  those  having  a  condition 
in  Embryology.  Five  lectures  and  five  laboratory  periods 
of  two  or  three  hours  each  per  week  for  the  six  weeks. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $25 ;  Laboratory  fee  to  cover  cost  of 
obtaining  eggs,  pig  embryos,  and  reagents,  $3.50. 

Course  4.    Histology.    Mr.  Pounders. 

This  course  will  require  five  afternoons  a  week,  from 
1 :30  to  5,  and  Saturday  forenoon  from  8 :30  to  12,  and 
will  comprise  practically  the  same  work  in  the  study  of 
the  fundamental  tissues  of  the  body  as  is  covered  in  the 
regular    curriculum    of   the    Department    of  Anatomy 
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(Course  7).  Teased  preparations  will  be  made  by  the 
student  and  studied,  and  the  necessary  sections  of  the 
tissues  will  be  provided  by  the  technical  assistant.  The 
course  is  open  to  students  conditioned  in  the  regular 
work,  to  those  who  have  been  unable  to  take  the  similar 
course  during  the  regular  session,  and  to  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  Medical  Department  who  wish  to  obtain 
advanced  standing. 

Fee  for  course,  $25;  laboratory  fee,  $3.50. 

Course  5.    Neurology.    Prof.  Hardesty. 

This  course  will  cover  the  histology  and  organology  of 
the  central  nervous  system  and  organs  of  special  sense, 
and  will  cover  the  same  ground  and  require  the  same 
knowledge  of  the  subject  for  passing  as  Course  9,  listed 
in  the  regular  catalog  of  the  Medical  School.  Stained  sec- 
tions will  be  loaned  the  student  by  the  Department  of 
Anatomy  and  each  two  students  will  be  supplied  one  human 
brain  for  study  between  them.  Open  to  special  students,  to 
those  having  a  condition  in  Neurology  and  to  those  having 
completed  Histology  and  Organology  who  wish  advanced 
standing.    Five  forenoons  a  week,  from  8  :30  to  12  :30. 

Fee  for  course,  $25;  laboratory  fee  to  cover  cost  of 
reagents  and  material,  $3.50. 

Course  6.    Microscopic  Organology.    Dr.  Taylor. 

In  this  course  is  considered  the  detailed  anatomy  of  the 
various  organs  of  the  body  as  they  are  grouped  to  comprise 
each  of  the  functional  apparatus,  exclusive  of  the  nervous 
system.  Knowledge  of  the  distinctive  characters  of  the 
different  fundamental  tissues  comprising  the  various 
organs  (credit  for  a  course  in  Histology)  is  prerequisite. 
Five  lectures  per  week  and  five  laboratory  periods  of  three 
hours  each.  The  course  covers  the  same  ground  and  re- 
quires the  same  standard  as  Course  8,  listed  among  the 
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required  courses  in  anatomy  in  the  regular  catalogue  of  the 
School  of  Medicine.  Open  to  special  students,  those  desir- 
ing advanced  standing,  and  those  having  a  condition  in 
Organology. 

Fee  for  course,  $25;  laboratory  fee,  $3.50. 

COURSE  II. 

Pathology    and    Bacteriology,    including  Immunology 
(Wassermann  Reaction). 
Dr.  W.  H.  Harris, 

Assistant  Professor  of  Bacteriology. 
Dr.  J.  A.  Lanford, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Surgical  Pathology. 

Dr.  G.  B.  Adams, 
Instructor  of  Bacteriology  and  Pathology. 

These  courses  will  begin  June  12  and  continue  for  six 
weeks. 

Course  1.  Microscopic  Pathology. 
This  course  will  consist  of  a  review  of  the  histopathol- 
ogy  studied  during  the  second  year  and  will  include  ele- 
mentary and  advanced  pathology.  The  microscopical  pic- 
ture of  diseases,  both  medical  and  surgical,  including 
tumors,  will  be  considered.  The  slides  studied  will  be 
demonstrated  on  the  screen  by  a  projection  apparatus  to 
the  class  as  a  whole  previous  to  the  individual  instruction 
given  at  the  desk.  The  work  will  be  given  at  the  Richard- 
son Memorial  on  alternate  days  with  the  course  in  bac- 
teriology. 

Fee  for  course,  $25,  and  $5  laboratory  fee.  Ten  appli- 
cants will  be  required  before  the  course  will  be  given. 
Course  2.  Bacteriology. 

This  course  is  intended  primarily  to  review  the  work 
in  bacteriological  technic  and  in  the  study  of  the  common 
pathogenic  micro-organisms  which  is  covered  in  the  regu- 
lar Sophomore  course.  There  will,  however,  be  less  atten- 
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tion  paid  to  elementary  technic  by  the  class  as  a  whole 
and  more  to  the  systematic  study  of  organisms  and  of  the 
phenomena  of  immunity,  including  agglutination  and  pre- 
cipitation reactions  and  deviation  of  complement. 

Considerable  practice  in  bacteriologic  diagnosis  will 
be  afforded  by  the  study  of  selected  specimens  from  the 
quantity  of  material  sent  to  the  laboratory  of  the  Charity 
Hospital.  The  results  of  the  students  will  be  checked  up 
by  the  routine  reports  on  the  same  specimens  examined 
in  the  hospital  laboratory. 

There  will  be  no  formal  lectures ;  these  will  be  replaced 
by  laboratory  talks  and  by  quizzes.  This  course  will  be 
given  on  alternate  days  with  the  course  in  pathology,  for 
six  weeks. 

The  fee  for  the  course  will  be  $25,  and  $5  laboratory 
fee.  The  course  will  not  be  given  unless  at  least  ten  stu- 
dents enroll. 

Course  3.    Serological  Examinations,  including  the  Wassermann 
Reaction  and  Allied  Tests. 

This  course  will  comprise  a  thorough  theoretical  and 
practical  study  of  the  complement  fixation  tests  for 
gonorrhea  and  for  syphilis  as  applied  in  the  Wassermann, 
Noguchi,  and  Tschernugobow  reactions.  The  practical 
application  of  these  tests  will  be  carried  out  in  the  labora- 
tories of  the  Charity  Hospital,  utilizing  the  large  number 
of  sera  and  cerebro-spinal  fluids  there  available.  Each 
student  will  be  required  to  put  through  at  least  fifty  tests, 
the  results  of  which  will  be  checked  by  the  routine  results 
in  the  laboratory. 

Fee,  $25;  laboratory  fee,  $5. 
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COURSE  III. 

Clinical  Laboratory  Diagnosis. 
Drs.  J.  C.  Cole,  F.  M.  Johns,  S.  C.  Jamison  and  Elizabeth  Bass. 
This  course  will  give  thorough  training  in  Examination

Exactly  the  proper  reagents, 
stains  and  apparatus  to  use  and  how  to  make  or  obtain 
them  will  be  explained.  All  the  apparatus  and  material 
necessary  to  fit  up  a  practical  laboratory,  including  micro- 
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scopes,  complete,  for  the  work  outlined  above,  does  not 
cost  more  than  $110.  Expensive  and  elaborate  apparatus 
is  not  required  by  one  who  possesses  proper  practical 
technic. 

Proper  interpretation  of  and  deductions  to  be  drawn 
from  the  different  laboratory  findings  will  be  taught. 

The  work  of  each  day  will  begin  at  9  :30  with  a  visit 
to  wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital,  where  clinics  will  be 
held,  cases  examined,  diagnoses  discussed  and  material 
collected  for  practical  laboratory  examinations  to  be  made 
on  patients  under  observation.  In  this  way  students  will 
jee  and  make  laboratory  examinations  on  patients  and 
note  the  value  and  interpretation  of  such  examinations, 
just  as  they  will  in  practice.  An  endeavor  will  be  made 
to  provide  a  liberal  number  of  cases  of  the  more  important 
Southern  and  Tropical  diseases,  such  as  malaria,  hookworm 
disease,  endamebic  dysentery,  pellagra,  etc. 
*  The  laboratory  work  will  begin  at  11  a.  m.  and  con- 
tinue until  5  p.  m.,  with  an  intermission  from  1  to  2. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  laboratory  lectures  and 
demonstrations,  a  number  of  lectures  on  certain  import- 
ant topics  and  diseases  of  special  interest  will  be  given, 
such  as  lectures  on  immunity,  vaccination,  vaccine  thera- 
py, serum  treatment,  anaphylaxis,  malaria,  intestinal  par- 
asite infections,  endamebic  dysentery,  pellagra,  etc. 

It  has  been  decided  to  include  the  clinical  work  and 
special  lectures  in  the  course  as  a  result  of  several  years 
of  experience  in  teaching  laboratory  diagnosis  to  physi- 
cians and  students  and  to  insure  that  those  who  take  the 
course  will  be  in  a  position  to  put  their  laboratory  findings 
to  the  most  practical  use. 

Students  are  advised  to  use  their  own  microscopes. 
Microscopes  can  be  rented  by  tho-se  who  want  them  for 
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$5  for  the  course.  Students  will  be  required  to  furnish  a 
small  amount  of  apparatus  and  material,  such  as  slides, 
eover  glasses,  hemocytometer,  platinum  loop,  hemoglobin 
scale, v  etc.,  which,  however,  they  will  have  almost  daily 
use  for  upon  their  return  to  their  practical  work.  Re- 
agents and  stains  are  furnished. 

The  fee  for  the  course  is  $50,  and  $5  laboratory  fee. 

The  course  begins  June  12  and  ends  July  8. 

It  is  desired  that  those  who  contemplate  taking  the 
course  should  signify  their  intentions  in  advance,  ad- 
dressing the  Tulane  Summer  School  of  Medicine,  P.  0.

COURSE  IV. 

Physical  Diagnosis  and  Clinical  Medicine. 

Prof.  I.  I.  Lemann. 
Dr.  Randolph  Lyons. 

Instructor  in  Medicine. 

This  course  will  be  given  in  the  wards  of  the  Charity 
Hospital  three  mornings  weekly  and  in  the  outdoor  clinic 
of  Touro  Infirmary  from  8:30  a.  m.  to  11:30  a.  m.,  three 
(3)  times  weekly  for  six  (6)  weeks,  beginning  June  12. 

The  scope  of  the  course  will  cover  instruction  in  all 
methods  of  physical  examination  and  in  general  diagnosis 
as  well  as  quizzing  on  treatment  of  the  cases  seen. 

An  abundant  clinic  provides  material  for  observing  a 
wide  range  of  conditions. 

The  class  will  be  limited  to  eight  (8)  students  and  the 
course  will  not  be  given  unless  a  full  class  of  eight  enroll 
themselves. 

Fee,  $25. 
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•COURSE  V. 

Physical  Diagnosis. 

Assistant  Professor  J.  L.  Lewis. 

This  course  will  be  given  in  the  outdoor  clinics  of  the 
Charity  Hospital,  9  :30  to  11  a.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturday.   Beginning  June  12. 

A  large  clinic  provides  ample  opportunity  for  the  study 
of  physical  diagnosis.  Special  attention  will  be  devoted  to 
percussion,  particularly  topographic  percussion. 

To  be  given  only  if  at  least  six  matriculate. 

Fee  for  course  of  four  weeks,  $15.00. 

COURSE  VI. 

Physical  Diagnosis  and  Clinical  Medicine. 
Drs.  R.  Bernhard  and  J.  R.  Fernandez. 

Complete  course  in  physical  diagnosis  extending  over 
period  of  four  weeks  (June  12  to  July  10).  Instructions 
will  be  given  at  the  Hutchinson  Clinic  Building  and  wards 
of  Charity  Hospital  (Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
9-11:30).  Abudance  of  material  for  clinical  study  and 
enough  specimens  for  microscopic  and  chemical  examina- 
tion will  be  supplied. 

Fee,  $15.00. 

COURSE  VII. 

Clinical  Diagnosis  and  Physical  Diagnosis. 

Assistant  Professor  A.  E.  Fossier. 

This  course  will  be  held  in  ward  15  of  the  Charity  Hos- 
pital, on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  8  to  9  a.  m., 
to  last  four  weeks. 

The  various  methods  of  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the 
thoracic  and  abdominal  organs  will  be  thoroughly  demon- 
strated, and  special  attention  will  be  paid  to  percussion  and 
auscultation. 
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To  be  given  only  if  at  least  four  matriculate  for  course. 
Fee  for  course,  $15.00.   (First  course  of  four  weeks 
begins  June  12). 

COURSE  VIII. 

Clinical  Medicine. 

Profs.  J.  B.  Guthrie  and  I.  I.  Lemann,  Drs.  Randolph  Lyons, 
Wm.  S.  Kerlin  and  E.  A.  Bertucci. 

A  course  in  clinical  medicine,  to  be  given  in  the  Medical 
Service  No.  7  of  the  Charity  Hospital.  The  44  beds  com- 
posng  this  service  furnish  a  great  variety  and  richness  of 
material.  The  course  will  extend  throughout  the  entire 
vacation  and  will  be  given  to  a  limited  number  of  students. 
It  is  designed  chiefly  for  students  between  the  third  and 
fourth  years  in  medicine.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the 
authorities  of  the  Charity  Hospital  the  privilege  of  the 
wards  will  be  allowed  students  during  the  daylight  hours, 
and  abundant  opportunity  will  be  given  students  to  see 
autopsies  of  the  cases  from  the  service  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Staff  of  the  Pathology  Department. 

Students  accepted  in  this  course  will  be  required  to  act 
as  aides  to  the  Interns  and  will  be  required  to  take  histories, 
examine  patients  and  assist  in  the  clinical  laboratory  work 
of  the  service. 

The  course  will  be  continuous,  with  two  week's  vacation 
scheduled  at  the  beginning  for  each  student. 

To  all  students  taking  the  above  course  is  recommended 
Cabot's  Clinical  Diagnosis  as  collateral  reading. 

There  will  be  no  fee  charged  for  this  course. 
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COURSE  IX. 

Clinical  Medicine. 
Prof.  J.  A.  Storck. 

This  course  will  be  given  in  the  out-door  clinics  and 
wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital  for  six  weeks,  beginning 
June  12,  1916.  As  the  material  accessible  is  quite  varied, 
opportunity  will  be  presented  to  students  to  familiarize 
themselves  thoroughly  with  diseases  of  stomach,  intestines, 
gall-bladder,  liver,  pancreas,  and  spleen. 

Approved  methods  of  diagnosis  will  be  followed,  and 
the  student  will  be  encouraged  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
examination  of  patients. 

When  treatment  is  indicated,  whether  by  drugs,  diet, 
mechanical  means,  hydrotherapeutics,  etc.,  modern  methods 
which  have  received  the  best  sanction  will  be  followed. 

Quizzing  on  cases  observed  will  be  a  feature  of  this 
course. 

This  course  will  be  eminently  practical,  but,  in  addition, 
lectures  will  be  given  on  subjects  which  require  such 
elucidation. 

References  will  be  furnished  to  such  literature  as  may 
have  bearing  on  the  subject  matter. 
Fee  for  course,  $15.00. 

COURSE  X. 

Internal  Medicine  and  Dietetics. 

Assistant  Professor  Allan  C.  Eustis, 
Dr.  W.  A.  Love, 

Assistant. 

This  course  will  be  given  in  outdoor  clinics  at  the 
Charity  Hospital  from  9  :30  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m.,  three  times 
weekly  for  six  weeks,  beginning  June  12. 

The  course  will  cover  practical  instruction  and  routine 
office  tests  of  the  urine,  gastric  contents  and  feces. 
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Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  dietetic  treatment 
of  the  several  diseases  presenting  themselves  in  the  clinic, 
and  while  a  few  didactic  lectures  will  be  given  to  bring 
out  the  rudiments  of  dietetics  and  gastro-intestinal  dis- 
eases., the  major  part  of  the  work  will  be  practical  in- 
struction on  the  patients  applying  for  treatment. 

This  course  this  summer,  in  addition  to  the  practical 
work  in  the  clinics  three  times  a  week,  will  comprise  three 
lectures  a  week  and  practical  demonstrations  on  the  meth- 
ods used  in  determining  the  functional  derangement  of 
the  stomach,  liver,  pancreas  and  kidneys,  and  the  dietetic 
treatment  of  these  several  conditions. 

Abundant  material  is  available  and  a  special  combined 
course  has  been  arranged  with  Professor  Bass,  whereby 
those  taking  this  course  may,  in  the  Laboratory  of  Clinical 
Medicine,  examine  excreta  and  blood  from  patients  ob- 
served in  the  clinic. 

Fee  for  course,  $25. 

Fee  for  this  course  taken  with  the  course  in  the 
Clinical  Laboratory,  $55. 

COURSE  XI. 

Prescription  Writing. 
Course  1.    June  12,  for  Six  Weeks.    Prof.  George  S.  Brown. 
Course  2.    September  1  to  30.    Assistant  Professor  O.  W.  Bethea. 

Special  course  in  Prescription  Writing. 

This  course  will  be  held  in  the  Richardson  Chemistry 
Building,  Tulane  Campus,  and  will  cover  a  period  of  six 
weeks,  three  meetings  each  week.  The  chief  object  will 
be  to  point  out  the  pitfalls  and  difficulties  usually  encoun- 
tered and  to  suggest  the  best  means  of  avoiding  them. 

Besides  a  thorough  review  of  the  elementary  princi- 
ples of  prescription  writing,  including  the  proper  con- 
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struction,  expression,  order  of  ingredients,  calculation  of 
doses,  directions,  etc.,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  show 
the  importance  of  a  proper  choice  of  substances  for  ob- 
taining a  given  therapeutic  end,  and  the  form  and  com- 
bination in  which  these  may  be  best  administered. 

The  subject  of  incompatibilities  (Chemical,  Pharma- 
ceutic, and  Therapeutic)  will  be  fully  considered  and  as 
far  as  possible  those  most  frequently  encountered  will  be 
demonstrated. 

The  metric  system  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well 
as  the  other  sysems  more  commonly  used,  will  be  fully 
considered. 

Blackboard  exercises,  home  work,  class  quiz,  and  criti- 
cism of  prescriptions  will  be  special  features  of  the  course. 

While  it  will  be  impossible  to  accomplish  much  in  a 
practical  way  during  so  short  a  course,  each  student  will 
be  taught  the  principles  of  making  pills,  powders,  cap- 
sules, ointments,  emulsions,  etc.  This,  together  with  spe- 
cial demonstrations,  will  bring  the  student  in  close  touch 
with  the  practical  features  of  prescription  work. 

Fee  for  each  course,  $15. 


COURSE  XIL 

Surgery. 

(All  Courses  begin  June  12.) 
Course  1.    Clinical  Surgery. 
Prof.  H.  B.  Gessner. 

This  course  is  offered  to  graduates  in  medicine  and  to 
medical  students  who  have  completed  the  third  year,  and 
will  continue  for  six  weeks,  with  three  mornings'  instruc- 
tion each  week. 
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The  course  covers  the  study  of  surgical  cases  at  the 
Charity  Hospital  and  the  Touro  Infirmary,  with  incidental 
attention  to  operative  work. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $15. 

Course  2.    Courses  in  Operative  Surgery,  to  be  Given  by  Assistant 
Professor  Urban  Maes. 

This  course  covers  the  ground  of  the  regular  college 
course  in  operative  surgery.  It  is  offered  to  graduates 
who  wish  to  qualify  by  reviewing  the  subject  and  to 
students  who  have  completed  the  third  year.  The  latter 
may  take  an  examination  and  thus  complete  the  operative 
course  of  the  fourth  year,  leaving  more  time  to  devote  to 
other  subjects  during  the  regular  session. 

This  course  will  be  given  on  five  afternoons  of  each 
week  for  six  weeks. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $15,  and  $5  laboratory  fee. 

Course  3.    Course  in  Experimental  Surgery,  to  be  Given  by  Prof. 
H.  B.  Gessner. 

This  course  is  offered  to  graduates  in  medicine  and  to 
students  wrho  have  completed  the  third  year.  It  will 
cover  the  ground  of  experimental  activity  (vascular  sys- 
tem, thorax,  abdomen,  cranium). 

The  course  w7ill  be  given  in  the  Laboratory  of  Experi- 
mental Surgery  on  two  afternoons  of  each  week  for  six 
weeks. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $15,  and  $5  laboratory  fee. 

Individual  courses  will  be  arranged  on  request. 
Course  4.    Minor  Surgery.    Laboratory  of  Minor  Surgery. 
Assistant  Professor  Isidore  Conn. 

This  course  contemplates  the  review  of  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  of  minor  surgery  as  given  in  the  regular  session.

This  includes  bandaging,  fractures,  dislocations,  plas- 
ter casts,  asepsis,  hemorrhage,  anesthesia,  local  and  gen- 
eral, burns  and  scalds,  and  the  value  of  the  radiograph  in 
fractures  and  dislocations. 

This  course  is  especially  adapted  for  intending  stu- 
dents from  other  colleges  who  carry  conditions  on  this 
branch.  The  course  in  the  Summer  School  permits  prac- 
tical work  and  review  of  the  laboratory  work  required. 
At  the  end  of  the  Summer  School,  if  the  work  is  satis- 
factory, the  examination  may  be  passed  for  the  removal 
of  conditions. 

This  instruction  will  be  given  at  the  Richardson  Me- 
morial, Tulane  Campus. 
Fee,  $15. 

An  additional  course  is  offered  for  six  weeks  in  the 
clinic  at  the  Touro  Infirmary. 

This  course  is  primarily  to  be  for  third-year  students. 
It  is  intended  to  cover  the  practical  work  given  in  the  clini- 
cal classes  in  minor  surgery  of  the  fourth  year.  Particular 
attention  will  be  paid  to  the  treatment  of  fractures,  technic 
of  local  anesthesia,  minor  surgical  procedures,  as  circum- 
cision, etc.  Opportunity  will  be  offered  for  individual 
work  under  supervision  of  the  instructor. 

Fee,  $20. 

To  be  given  only  if  at  least  five  matriculate  for  course. 


COURSE  XIII. 

Clinical  Surgery. 

Dr.  A.  C.  King, 

Instructor  in  Surgery. 

A  practical  course  in  clinical  surgery  is  offered  on  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  from  8  :30  to  10 :30,  a.  m., 
at  the  Charity  Hospital.  Cases  for  operation  and  demon- 
stration will  be  availed  of  as  they  present.  Practical  op- 
portunity as  assistants  at  operations. 

Fee,  $15.    (June  12,  for  six  weeks.) 
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COURSE  XIV. 

Orthopedic  Surgery.

A  course  in  Orthopedic  Surgery  will  be  given  at  the 
Charity  Hospital,  covering  all  the  common  orthopedic  dis- 
orders. The  present  conditions  permit  us  to  be  sure  of  an 
ample  supply  of  cases,  both  in  children  and  in  adults. 
Meetings  will  be  held  six  times  a  week  at  9  a.  m. 

Fee  for  course.  $15.    (June  12,  July  10.) 


COURSE  XV. 

Orthopedic  Surgery. 
Dr.  Edward  S.  Hatch. 

A  course  in  orthopedic  surgery  of  adults  and  children. 

This  course  will  be  both  didactic  and  clinical,  special 
attention  being  paid  to  the  more  common  orthopedic 
diseases. 

The  course  will  be  given  at  the  Touro  Infirmary  on 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays,  at  9  a.  m. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $15.    (Course  begins  June  12.) 


COURSE  XVI. 
Orthopedic  Surgery. 
Dr.  J.  T.  O'Ferrall. 

A  course  in  orthopedic  surgery  will  be  given  beginning 
June  12.  Especial  attention  will  be  given  to  the  application 
of  plaster  and  attitudinal  disturbances.  X-ray  findings 
will  be  shown  in  connection  with  the  cases  seen. 

The  clinics  will  be  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
mornings  at  the  Charity  Hospital  at  9:30  a.  m.  Also  on 
Saturdays  at  the  Touro  Infirmary  at  8  :30  a.  m.

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COURSE  XVII. 

Gynecology. 

Prof.  S.  M.  D.  Clark. 

Dr.  Maurice  G-elpi, 

Instructor  in  Gynecology. 

This  course  will  consist  of  two  clinical  conferences 
weekly,  held  in  the  outdoor  clinic  of  the  Charity  Hospital, 
at  which  the  attendants  will  be  allowed  to  make  pelvic  ex- 
aminations. History  taking  and  the  proper  treatment  in 
each  case  will  be  considered  in  detail. 

Whenever  indicated,  proctoscopic  and  cystoscopic  exam- 
inations with  ureteral  catheterization  will  be  done  in  the 
clinic. 

Twice  a  week  operative  clinics  will  be  conducted  in 
which,  whenever  possible,  the  class  will  be  allowed  to  par- 
ticipate. Special  effort  will  be  made  to  operate  on  the 
cases  that  have  been  previously  examined  by  the  class  in 
the  clinic. 

A  course  in  operative  gynecology  on  the  cadaver  will 
be  conducted  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Hutchinson  Memo- 
rial in  which  the  attendants  will  have  opportunity  to  study 
surgical  anatomy  and  operative  technic.  All  the  ordinary 
gynecological  procedures  will  be  executed,  with  special 
stress  on  those  most  useful  to  the  general  practitioner,  such 
as  dilatation  and  curettage,  repair  of  the  cervix  and  perin- 
eum, pelvic  drainage,  etc. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $25,  and  $5  for  material. 

This  course  will  not  be  conducted  with  less  than  four 
matriculants. 


COURSE  XVIII. 

Gynecology. 

Professor  P.  Michinard. 
Instructors — Dr.  C.  Wm.  Groetsch  and  Dr.  F.  Gomila. 

This  course  will  be  of  six  weeks '  duration,  beginning 
June  12.   The  teaching  will  be  clinical  and  operative.  The 
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object  will  be  to  teach  diagnosis  and  operative  technic. 
The  class  will  be  met  three  times  a  week.  Whenever  pos- 
sible, members  of  the  class  will  examine  patients  before 
they  are  operated  on.  Conservative  and  medical  gyne- 
cology will  receive  special  attention. 

Meetings  of  the  class  will  be  at  the  Charity  Hospital 
every  Tuesday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  at  9  :45  a.  m. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $15. 


COURSE  XIX. 
Obstetrics  and  Clinical  Gynecology. 

Professor  C.  Jeff  Miller,  M.  D. 
Instructors — Dr.  C.  N.  Chavigny,  Dr.  Phillips  Carter,  Dr.  W.  D. 

Phillips,  Dr.  M.  Thomas  Lanaux,  Dr.  E.  L.  King. 

The  course  offered  in  obstetrics  and  clinical  gynecology 
will  consist  of  demonstrations  on  the  manikin,  lantern  slide 
exhibitions,  and  bedside  instruction  in  the  maternity  wards 
of  the  Charity  Hospital. 

Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  anatomy  of  the 
female  pelvis,  pelvic  diameters,  the  mechanism  of  labor,  the 
various  phases  of  dystocia  and  obstetric  surgery. 

A  gynecological  clinic  will  be  held  once  a  week,  which 
will  be  devoted,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  surgical  treatment 
of  the  complications  incident  to  delivery. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $15.    (Course  begins  June  12.) 


COURSE  XX. 

Operative  Gynecology  on  the  Cadaver. 

Dr.  W.  D.  Phillips, 

Instructor. 

Assisted  by  Drs.  M.  Thomas  Lanaux  and  E.  L.  King. 

This  course  offers  excellent  facilities  for  the  study  of 
operative  surgery  of  the  female  pelvis.  Practically  every 
gynecological  operation  will  be  performed  on  the  cadaver 
and  will  be  supplemented  by  a  discussion  of  the  merits, 
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indications  and  results  of  the  various  technics.  Certain 
operations  that  cannot  be  demonstrated  by  dissection  are 
shown  by  means  of  clay  modeling.  In  addition  to  the 
ordinary  operations;  special  attention  is  given  to  the 
methods  of  making  and  closing  abdominal  incisions,  the 
surgical  anatomy  of  the  female  pelvis,  repair  of  ureteral 
injuries,  and  radical  operations  for  uterine  carcinoma. 
The  various  methods  of  performing  perineorrhaphy  and 
repairing  bowel  injuries,  including  both  the  recent  and 
secondary  operations,  are  reviewed  in  detail. 

These  courses  will  be  given  at  the  Hutchinson  Memo- 
rial.   Hours  and  periods  to  be  arranged  on  registration. 

Fee  for  course,  $20;  material,  $5.  (First  course  of 
four  weeks  begins  June  12.) 


COURSE  XXI. 
Diseases  of  Children. 

Prof.  W.  W.  Butterworth, 
Assistant  Prof.  L.  R.  DeBuys, 

Instructors. 

Dr.  Charles  J.  Bloom. 
Drs.  S.  F.  Braud  and  J.  T.  DeLambre. 

These  courses  will  be  given  in  the  out-patient  depart- 
ment of  the  Touro  Infirmary,  and  in  the  children's  wards, 
and  out-patient  department  of  the  Charity  Hospital.  There 
will  be  two  courses  of  a  period  of  one  month  each;  meeting 
daily  (except  Sundays)  from  8:30  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m:  on 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  from  4  to 
5  :30,  and  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  afternoons, 
from  3  :30  to  5.  The  work  will  include  the  care  and  feed- 
ing of  infants,  a  consideration  of  the  several  disturbances 
of  nutrition,  the  diagnosis  and  management  of  intestinal 
conditions;  likewise,  cardiac  and  pulmonary  ailments,  and 
the  varied  character  of  diseases  usually  seen  in  a  children's 
clinic. 

The  work  will  be  so  arranged  that  the  student  may 
gather  clinical  material — blood,  sputum,  urine,  etc. — from 
the  cases  seen  during  the  morning,  and  study  these  in  the 
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clinical  laboratory  during  the  afternoon,  thus  enabling  him 
to  give  his  entire  time  to  this  work. 

Fee  for  each  course  of  thirty-five  meetings,  $20.

COURSE  XXII. 

Diseases  of  the  Eye.

Course  1. 

This  course  will  cover  instruction  in  the  external  dis- 
eases of  the  eye,  embracing  symptomatology,  pathology, 
diagnosis  and  treatment.  The  instruction  will  be  given 
at  the  Charity  Hospital  three  times  a  week,  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday,  from  9  :30  a.  m.  to  11  a.  m.

Course  2;   Course  in  Refraction  and  Ophthalmology. 

On  the  material  on  hand  the  different  errors  of  refrac- 
tion are  demonstrated,  their  symptoms  explained,  the  treat- 
ment shown  and  practiced,  and  the  theories  discussed. 

Practical  exercises  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope 
will  be  conducted  and  its  application  as  a  diagnostic 
medium  will  be  explained  and  demonstrated  on  cases  or 
with  use  of  plates. 

Hours  and  place  will  be  fixed  upon  agreement. 

Number  limited  to  six  students.   Fee,  $20. 

COURSE  XXIII. 

Diseases  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 

Course  1. 

Dr.  A.  McShane, 

Instructor  in  Diseases  of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 

Dr.  Me  Shane  will  give  clinical  instruction  in  diseases 
of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat,  three  times  a  week.  The 
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work  will  be  entirely  practical;  every  member  of  his  class 
will  be  required  to  assist  at  operating  and  to  carry  out  the 
customary  manipulations  in  this  line  of  work.  The  class 
will  thus  become  familiarized  with  the  usual  routine  of 
daily  office-work.  Periods  may  be  arranged  for  four  or 
more  weeks. 

Fee  for  four  weeks,  $15.    (Course  begins  June  12.) 

Course  2. 

Dr.  John  F.  Crebbin, 

Demonstrator  in  Diseases  of  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 
Assisted  by  Dr.  Geo.  J.  Taquino. 

This  course  is  designed  more  especially  for  post-grad- 
uate work.  However,  students  wishing  to  perfect  them- 
selves will  also  derive  much  help. 

Clinical  and  practical  instruction  and  the  various  opera- 
tions on  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  will  be  demonstrated. 
Each  matriculant  will  be  expected  to  do  the  work  under 
instruction.  Courses  held  in  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Hospital,  and  will  be  for  four  weeks.

COURSE  XXIV. 
Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. 

Dr.  H.  Daspit, 

Instructor  in  Nervous  Diseases. 

Lectures  in  clinical  neurology  in  the  wards  of  the 
Charity  Hospital  on .  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  between  9 
a.  m.  and  1  p.  m. 

These  lectures  will  consist  of  demonstration  and  teach- 
ing of  such  neurological  diseases  as  may  be  encountered  in 
the  subject  from  the  hospital  material  and  will  deal  with 
organic  and  functional  diseases  of  the  spinal  cord,  peri- 
pheral nerves  and  cerebrum.  Cases  of  the  more  frequent 
type  are  always  to  be  had,  and  many  surgical  conditions 
of  the  nervous  system  can  be  followed  to  the  operating 
table,  which  lends  special  interest  to  the  work. 
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Every  fourth  lecture  will  be  devoted  to  clinical  psy- 
chiatry with  demonstrations  at  the  City  Hospital  for  Men- 
tal Diseases,  in  which  a  large  variety  of  cases  may  be 
studied.    Courses  begin  June  12.

COURSE  XXV. 
Genito-Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases. 
Prof.  Joseph  Hume. 

This  course  will  be  given  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and 
Saturdays,  9  :30  to  11  a.  m.,  in  the  male  outdoor  clinic  of 
the  Charity  Hospital,  with  demonstrations  on  the  actual 
cases  seen,  embracing  all  stages  and  conditions  of  vene- 
real and  genito-urinary  diseases.  Practical  instruction  will 
be  given  in  cystoscopy  and  urethral  catheterization.  Opera- 
tive clinics  will  be  given  as  cases  offer. 

Fee  for  the  course,  $20.    (June  12  to  July  10.) 


COURSE  XXVI. 
Genito-Urinary  and  Rectal  Diseases. 

Assistant  Professor,  P.  J.  Gelpi  and  Dr.  P.  Jorda  Kahle. 

This  course  will  be  given  daily,  9  to  10  :30  a.  m.,  in  the 
stages  and  conditions  of  venereal  and  genito-urinary  dis- 
clinics  and  in  the  wards  of  the  Charity  Hospital.  All 
eases  will  be  demonstrated  and  treated  as  the  cases  may 
present.  Practical  instruction  will  be  given  in  cystoscopy, 
catheterization,  functional  tests,  and  other  means  of  diag- 
nosis applicable  to  the  genito-urinary  system.  Operative 
work  will  be  done  as  cases  offer  and  will  include  rectal 
surgery. 

Fee  for  course  of  six  weeks,  $25.  (Course  begins 
June  12.) 
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COURSE  XXVII. 

Radiology  and  Electro-Therapeutics. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Cazenavette. 

Assistant  Professor  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System,  and  Instructor 
in  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

Practical  courses  with  demonstration  clinics  are  offered 
in  this  subject  for  periods  of  six  weeks.  The  courses  will 
cover  instruction  in  the  mechanism  and  employment  of 
various  electrical  apparatus  with  a  view  to  familiarize  the 
physician  or  student  with  the  instruments  employed  in 
radiology  and  electro-therapeutics.  Methods  of  radio- 
graphy, the  application  of  the  electric  current,  high  fre- 
quency, the  use  of  the  X-Ray,  radium,  etc.,  will  be  taught. 

Fee  for  course,  $15.    (Courses  begin  June  12.) 


COURSE  XXVIII. 

Pharmacology. 
Dr.  S.  C.  Jamison. 

Special  Pharmacology  of  the  Circulation  and  of  the 
Central  Nervous  System. 

Twelve  laboratory  periods  of  two  and  one-half  hours 
each,  and  twelve  lectures.  Hours  by  agreement.  Rich- 
ardson Memorial  Building,  Tulane  Campus.  Courses 
given  June  7  to  July  3,  and  September  1  to  15.  Class 
limited  to  twelve.  This  course  will  not  be  given  to  less 
than  five  (5)  students.  In  this  course  the  members  of  the 
class  conduct  experiments  on  mammals,  observing  the 
physiological  and  toxicological  actions  of  such  important 
drugs  as  ether,  chloroform,  morphin,  cocain,  strychnin, 
caffein,  atropin,  hyoscin,  eserin,  pilocarpin,  adrenalin, 
the  nitrates,  digitalis  and  its  group,  aconite,  and  ergot. 
The  lecture  periods  will  be  utilized  in  discussion  of  these 
drugs  and  of  the  experiments  conducted  in  the  laboratory 
part  of  the  course. 

While  this  course  is  one  which  is  of  much  interest  and 
decided  value  to  physicians  or  undergraduate  students, 
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students  intending  to  enter  Tulane  in  the  Junir  or  Senior 
classes  and  coming  from  colleges  where  such  a  course  has 
not  been  given,  will  find  in  the  September  class  a  con- 
venient means  of  supplying  this  deficiency. 
Fee  for  course,  $20,  and  $5  laboratory  fee. 

Dr.  Jamison  also  offers  a  clinical  course  in  Medicine  to 
Junior  students  conditioned  in  Medicine.  Three  morn- 
ings a  week,  practical  physical  examinations  in  wards 
of  the  Charity  Hospital.  Two  quizzes  per  week  at  Hutch- 
inson Memorial  for  Junior  students  conditioned  in  medi- 
cine and  for  others  desiring  preliminary  work  in  medicine. 

Fee,  25.    (August  14  to  September  15). 

COURSE  XXIX. 

Tuberculosis. 

Assistant  Professor,  Dr.  Wallace  J.  Durel. 

In  a  four  weeks'  course,  two  hours  a  week,  all  the 
important  and  principal  features  pertaining  to  the  pre- 
vention, diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  will  be 
taught. 

Ample  material  is  afforded  in  the  college  clinic  and  in 
the  Charity  Hospital  to  offer  the  same  opportunities  as 
offered  by  a  four  wreeks'  stay  in  any  of  the  large  tubercu- 
losis sanitoriums  or  hospitals. 

Course  may  be  arranged  from  June  12,  four  weeks. 

Fee,  $20. 


THE  TULANE  UNIVERSITY  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 


A  Summer  School  will  be  conducted  at  Tulane  Uni- 
versity under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  University  and  the 
State  Board  of  Education  of  Louisiana,  from  June  12  to 
July  22,  1916.  The  course  of  instruction  is  planned  for 
teachers  and  for  college  students  and  others  who  wish  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  do  work  during  the 
summer  in  a  University  of  the  first  rank.  Prospective 
medical  students  will  find  in  this  school  all  of  the  subjects 
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of  the  preliminary  medical  year.  Opportunity  will  be 
given  also'  to  make  up  entrance  conditions.  Courses  in 
science  and  in  modern  languages  ,and  in  a  few  other  sub- 
jects, will  be  continued  for  nine  weeks  for  those  who  wish 
additional  credit.
